WHITEFIELD SCHOOL 


The piping system of this school 
froze up, during the very cold week- 
end of December 15-16, The fires 
went out, when a pin dropped out of 
the worm gear in the stoker, Three 
rocks were found in the coal, and 
the worm gear was jammed. It was 
necessary to keep the school closed 
three days, while repairs were made, 


CENTER SCHOOL 


The stoker of the Center School 
broke down, Thursday evening, and 
emergency crews were repairing it, 
+ while the Committee was meet- 

ing, 


WALKER SCHOOL 


This stoker was in good order, Mr, 
Good reported, but last week the 
motor burned out, and had to be re- 
placed. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


One of the walls in the boiler of 
the High School has fallen, and the 
boiler is now operating on an emer- 
gency basis, until tomorrow after- 
noon, when school is dismissed, Mr, 
Good reported. This was the second 
time that such an event had happen- 
ed, but the Committee was of the 
cpinion that the contractor could 
not be held responsible, as his guar- 
antee of one year had expired, 

Naturally, all this tended to make 
the members other than happy. They 
were being called by parents of the 
children, parents who complained of 
the lack of heat in the schools. The 
parents were right, the Board 
agreed. The law of the State holds 
the School Committees responsible

The Lowell Gas Company has 
been given » franchise, by the State 
Department of Public Utilities, to 
service Wilmington with natural 
gas, said Mr. Dunphy. We are, at 
present, still engaged in convert- 
ing the city of Lowell, from manu- 
factured gas, a conversion that w: 
hope to finish before the end of tha 
month, after which we will be able 
to lay plans for the districts out- 
side of the city of Lowell, 


Sometime next March, we hope to! 


start work on a rect¢iving station, on 
the Natural Gas Line which runs 
through Wilmington, down new 
where it crosses Route 129, This 
station, which will be one of sever- 
al operated by our company, will 
be the service station for the Wil- 
mington area, but these stations 
will be interconnected, as a precau- 
tion against trouble at any one 
point. 

The gas which is going through 
the pipe lines in Wilmington left 
Texas about 7 days ago, and is 
Hy y Boog @ pressure of 250 
to 300 Ibs, per square inch, That is 
why, (with pressure like that), that 
we have to have a conversion sta- 
tion, which will reduce the gas to 
about a six inch pressure, suitable 
for use in delivery lines. 

So far, the Lowell Gas Company 
has spent over $650,000 in convert- 
ing to Natural Gas, and, before we

"There are some people who ask if| 


there is not danger of natural gas 
reserves being exhausted, in the 
near future. We have today three 
or four times as much reserves as 
we knew about some few years ago. 
The danger of exhaustion is so far 
away that we don’t even think about 
it, he stated, 

During the summer months, when 
gas is not being used to the extent 
that winter time demands, we pump: 
gas to some of the abondoned gas 
wells in Pennsylvania, and store 
it there, handy fe iter time use. 
We have asked, incidently, how can 
we tell when ga 
our mains, he continued. 

en gas is escaping from our 
mains we have two methods of dis- 
covering it, that of odor, and that 
of stain. Our gas is treated so as 
to have an odor, something which 
does not exist in its natural state. 
It is an odor, incidently, that is cal- 
culated to convince people who are 
suicide minded, that gas is not the 
method to be used. In other words, 
it is very difficult to commit suicide, 
using our natural gas, it is so dif- 
ficult as to be practically impossible. 
By this same odor, gas leaks can be 
detected, and traced.

HEALTH FOR ALL 
The TB Patient's Diet 


Bed rest in a tuberculosis hospi- 
tal and a balanced diet of good, 
nourishing foods, plus any special 
treatment which may be necessary, 
are all a part of thhe tuberculosis 

t's regimen. But it is in com- 
ination that these factors are ef- 
fective. No single one of them 
alone could be expected to effect 
a patient's cure, 

Several decades ago, attempts 
had been made to arrest tubercu- 
losis by means of special dicts, 
with heavy concentration on such 
foods as milk and eggs. We know 
today that, while food is important 
to the tuberculosis patient, it is only 
one of several factors in his treat- 
ment. 

There is no special “tuberculosis 
diet”, although the part played by 
nutrition in fighting TB has receiv- 
ed recognition in recent years. The 
patient in a tuberculosis hospital 
has his diet carefully planned to 
include sufficient amounts of pro- 
tein, fats, carbohydrates, minerals, 
and vitamins—food elements which 
are part of any well-balanced diet. 

Some people believe that because 
tuberculosis frequently causes se- 
vere weight loss, the patient's diet 
is exclusively made up of “fatten- 
ing foods.” But weight-producing 
foods like carbohydrate and fats 
are included gn the patient's menu 
in just the right amounts and in 
proper balance with other foods his 
body needs to build its resistance. 

If any type ‘of food were to be 
emphasized, it would be the kind 
containing proteins or “body-byild- 
tng” elements. A patient's diet is 
vitality as well as his weight. A 
gain in weight during the patient's 
Hospital stay may be considered a 
sign of progress, On the other hand, 
excessive weight could put an extra 
strain on the patient, so his meals 
are planned to help him reach and 
maintain the normal weight for his 
age and build.

HEALTH FOR: ALL 
Crusade under the 
Double-Barred Cros# 


Lhe red Double-Barred Cross in 

the lower left corner of the» 1991 
Christmas Seal is the registered in- 
signia of the National Tubercuidsis 
Association and its 3,000 affiliates 
throughout ithe country. 
" A DoublesBarred Cross had been 
the family, iblem of Godfrey de 
Bouillon, of Lorrainé, and the 
French nobleman used it for identi- 
fication on his ‘shield as he led the 
First Crusade in the late eleventh 
century. The international symbol 
of the fight against TB, also the 
trademark of the NTA and its affi- 
fiates, is an adoption of that Lor- 
raine Cross. 

The red Double-Barted Cross of 
the tuberculosis campaign dates 
back te the Internation! Tubercu- 
losis Conference held in Berlin in 
October, 1902, when a French physi- 
cian, Dr. Gilbert. Serison, proposed 
that it be adopted as the emblem of 
the modern trusade against tubercu- 
losis, The Berlin delegates unani- 
mously agreed with the French doc- 
tor that the 800-year-old symbol 
was appropriate to their crusade 
against tuberculosis, a crusade 
against a death-dealing disease 
which was a grave problem the 
world over, 

In the United States, TB then 
headed the list of causes of death. 
Determined to combat the disease 
and its terrible toll of lives in this 
country, a crusading group of doc- 
tors and laymen got together in 1904 
and formed the National Tubercu- 
losis Association. Two years later, 
‘on May 17, 1906, the NTA made the 
red Double-Barred Cross its official 
emblem, 

To identify its emblem officially 
with the nation-wide battle against 
TB, the NTA registered the Double- 
Barred Cross as its trademark on 
Feb, 12, 1920. 

The red Double-Barred Cross is 
also the insignia of the NTA’s affi- 
liated associations, which carry on 
year-round programs of tuberculo- 
sis control in communities all over 
the country. The affiliated associa- 
tions conduct the Christmas Seal 
Sale by mail and use Seal funds to 
support their antituberculosis work 
in the fields of case-finding, health 
education, rehabilitation, and sup- 


port of medical research. 

While the design of the Christ- 
mas Seal changes with each annual 
issue, the red ible-Barred Cross 
appears on the Seal each year, as 
it does on literature and materials 
distributed by the voluntary asso- 
ciations, 

Christmas Seal funds constitute 
the sole support of the tuberculosis 
associations. Everyone who buys and 
uses sheets of the 1951 tmas 
Seal, with its crusading Double-Bar- 
red Cross, is helping combat a dis- 
ease which kills 100 persens in this 
country each day—one person every 
13 minutes.

WHY GOVERNMENT , 
COSTS SO MUCH

Washington, D.C—A government 
employe recently complained to m» 
boss that he had nothing to do, that 
he was bored, and so was thinking 
of quitting, In reply, the boss asked 
him to be patient; in a little while, 
he'd get an assistant. The point was 
this: the boss supposed that he was 
being asked indirectly for a raise, 
and with equal indirection, he offer- 
ed one. In government, people get 
raises in proportion to the number 
they “supervise.” 

This may be a clue to why almost 
everything in government costs so 
much money. A man works, for Ag- 
riculture as a research chemist. He 
‘is a top scientist and year by year, 
, through papers he contributes to the 
jlearned journals, develops a reputa- 
tion for himself. To get more money, 
he must quit the laboratory for the 
desk and becom ean executive. To 
rate as an executive he must have 
a staff. There are thousands of 
people in just that sae 
can get more pay only by beconfing 
relatively useless. 

‘Then there's the way budgeting 
works. It's found that something ot 
other must be done, This 1s cailea 
creating a “function.” If there’s a 
function, there must also be an or- 
ganization. One person handling a 
Job is impossible ordinarily, since the 
man doing it, whatever his talent, 
would be under-rated, To be appre- 
ciated, he must become a boss, That
